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Councillor 
eyes ban on 
plastic bags 


City hall. Toronto vote 
has Sloane mulling 
motion to axe sacks 


Plastic bags may go the way of 
the dodo. 

After Toronto’s city council 
passed a motion Wednesday 
to ban retailers from distribut¬ 
ing disposable plastic bags, one 
Halifax councillor said HRM 
should follow suit. 

“For any community clean¬ 
up, the majority of things we 
find are cigarette butts and 
plastic bags,” said downtown 
Coun. Dawn Sloane on Thurs¬ 
day “I agree with what Toronto 
did and we should ban them 
here, too.” 

Sloane, who also serves on 
the environment and sustain¬ 
ability committee, said she 
plans to bring forward a similar 
motion to the regional council 
meeting next week so it can be 
discussed in two weeks time. 

“Over the years people have 
always complained about the 
amount of solid waste we have 
to get rid of, and this is one step 
we can take to help that prob¬ 
lem.”

HRM recycles 924 metric tonnes of plastic 
bags each year, and that does not include 
bags thrown away in the garbage. 

But not every councillor is 
sure Halifax should take this 
route. 

“The jury’s still out with me 
on that one,” said Dartmouth 
Coun. Gloria McCluskey. 

“There’s so many things we 
use plastic bags for. I’ll have to 
think about it.” 

But with local grocers like 
Superstore having made an ef¬ 
fort to sell reusable bags, Sloane 
doesn’t see why a plastic-bag 
ban wouldn’t work here. 

“Now that we have these 
bags that can be washed and 
used for anything under the 
sun, why can’t we get rid of the 
(plastic) bags?” she asked. “The 
city needs to go green.” 

If plastic bags were to be 
banned, Halifax would join 
other North American cities 
like Fort McMurray, Alta., Se¬ 
attle and San Francisco.

There ain’t no power like 
the power of the people, 
except for the power con¬ 
trolled by a large multi¬ 
national corporation with a 
monopoly on energy sales in 
Nova Scotia. 

About 50 protesters gath¬ 
ered on Privateer’s Wharf in 
Halifax Thursday afternoon 
to advocate for the public 
ownership of Nova Scotia 
Power Inc. Dressed as pirates 
and waving plastic swords, 
the protesters chanted, sang 
songs, and marched on Nova 
Scotia Power’s new corpor¬ 


ate headquarters on the 
waterfront. 

Nova Scotia Power Inc.’s 
parent company, Emera, 
was holding its annual gen¬ 
eral meeting in the building. 

The pirate theme was a 
nod to Emera’s Profiteers, an 
adaptation of Stan Roger’s 
timeless shanty Barrett’s Pri¬ 
vateers. The song was sung 
several times throughout 
the protest. 

“Nova Scotia Power was 
privatized 20 years ago for 
a fraction of its worth,” said 
Brian Crouse, one of the pro¬ 
testors, before the singing 
began. 

“And since then we’ve 
seen that it’s not really 
worked out for Nova Sco¬ 
tians. And so the only option 
is to move back to public 
ownership. This is a cam¬ 
paign for affordable energy 
and public ownership of 
Nova Scotia Power.” 

Premier Darrell Dex¬ 
ter has repeatedly said the 
province isn’t interested in

buying back the utility — 
sold in 1992 by the Donald 
Cameron Progressive Con¬ 
servatives — simply because 
it would add billions to the 
province’s $13 billion net 
debt. According to Dexter, 
Nova Scotia can’t afford the 
purchase. 

But Crouse spun that a 
different way. “We can’t af¬ 
ford not to buy it back. This 
20-year experiment in pri¬ 
vate ownership has been a 
disaster for Nova Scotians,” 
said Crouse. “It’s the oppos¬ 
ite of what happened when 
it was privatized.”

Liberals ‘neck and neck’ with NDP: CRA 



Support for Nova Scotia’s New 
Democratic government de¬ 
clined sharply from Februaiy 
to May, according to a new poll. 

Only 35 per cent of decided 
voters said they’d vote NDP if 
an election were held today, 
according to a new poll from 
Corporate Research Associates. 
That’s down from 44 per cent 
in February, and marks the first 
year that support for Premier 
Darrell Dexter’s government 
has dipped below the 40 per 
cent threshold in a year. 

The opposition Liberals 
gained the most ground, mov¬ 
ing up six points to 33 per 
cent. The third-place Tories, 
who polled ahead of the Grits 
for most of 2011, gained three 


points to 28 per cent. 

A full 36 per cent of re¬ 
spondents remain undecided, 
and there’s likely another 
year before the next provin¬ 
cial election. 

Dexter’s personal popular¬ 
ity also dropped six points to 
23 per cent. And for the first 
time in a year, Liberal Leader 
Stephen McNeil polled ahead 
of the sitting premier, gain¬ 
ing six points to 27 per cent. 
PC Leader Jamie Baillie re¬ 
mained about as popular as 
he was in February, with 21 
per cent saying they’d prefer 
him as the premier. 

Between February and 
May, the NDP faced a rela¬ 
tively easy legislative session,

with a budget that passed 
without much controversy. 
The opposition did, however, 
continue to hammer the gov¬ 
ernment on cuts to education 
and rising power rates. 

The promise to scale back 


HST to 13 per cent — or pre- 
July 2010 levels — does not 
appear to have paid dividends 
for the NDP in this poll. 

In an Angus Reid poll also 
released yesterday, Dexter also 
ranked dead last in popularity 
amongst premiers in Canada, 
placing behind Jean Charest, 
whose people are in open re¬ 
volt against the government, 
Ontario’s Dalton McGuinty 
and B.C.’s Christy Clark. 

The CRA poll surveyed 808 
Nova Scotians, and is accurate 
to within 3.4 percentage points. 
The Angus Reid poll surveyed 
350 Nova Scotians, for whom 
results are accurate to within 
five percentage points.

Biosolids plant 
expansion gets 
thumbs-up 
from committee 

The Halifax Regional 
Water Commission is 
another step closer to 
developing two energy 
plans for the city. 

The municipality’s 
environment standing 
committee voted unani¬ 
mously to approve the 
endorsement of two of 
Halifax Water’s Com¬ 
munity Feed-In Tariff 
(COMFIT) applications on 
Thursday. 

The projects are an ex¬ 
pansion to the biosolids- 
processing plant near the 
airport and for a turbine 
to be inserted at the Or¬ 
chard Control Chamber 
off Highway 102. 

The COMFIT applica¬ 
tion will now be moved 
along to the regional 
council.

A $2-million plan intended to 
reduce childhood obesity in 
Nova Scotia offers vague com¬ 
mitments and flies in the face 
of government cuts to educa¬ 
tion, the province’s opposition 
parties and a teachers’ union 
said Thursday. 

Premier Darrell Dexter join¬ 
ed five cabinet ministers, in¬ 
cluding Health Minister Dave 
Wilson, earlier in the day to an¬ 
nounce the program, which is 
aimed at improving health and 
fitness levels of youths. 

Dexter said the plan would 


include consultations with 
school boards on how to ensure 
school children receive 30 min¬ 
utes of daily physical activity. 

“We want to start shoving 
this forward as quickly as we 
can, whether it’s afterschool 
programs or schools them¬ 
selves figuring out how they’ll 
make it happen,” Dexter said 
in an interview after the an¬ 
nouncement. 

The 34-point plan also calls 
for co-operation with munici¬ 
pal governments to give youths 
free access to rinks and other 
sports facilities. There will also 
be $340,000 set aside to encour¬ 
age maternal-health initiatives, 
which would include the hiring 
of a civil servant who would 
work with health authorities. 

Shelley Morse, president¬ 
elect of the Nova Scotia Teach¬ 
ers Union, said the announce¬ 



ment doesn’t square with the 
reality of provincial budget 
education cuts. 

“Whenever they have cuts, 
physical education, fine arts 
and music, those are the first to 
go,” she said. 

“Children get physical ed¬ 
ucation twice a week, and

it should be every day. So if 
they’re going to give us money, 
put it into the school day.” 

The government has re¬ 
duced overall funding to the 
province’s eight school boards 
by 1.3 per cent this year. The 
$13.4-million cut is on the heels 
of a $ 17.6-million reduction in 
funding last year. 

The province’s education 


minister has defended the 
cuts, citing dwindling enrol¬ 
ment levels. 

“This is absolutely smoke 
and mirrors,” Liberal health 
critic Leo Glavine said of Thurs¬ 
day’s announcement. 

“When you take millions of 
dollars out of education, that 
is going to have an enormous 
impact on the health and well¬ 
being of our children.” 

Tory health critic Chris 
d’Entremont expressed a sim¬ 
ilar lament. 

“It was a little too cute. 
Why not get down to the 
brass tacks?” he said. 

“We have a lot of veiy good 
people who are sitting in the 
Health Department and the 
Education Department and all 
of the departments of govern¬ 
ment who could veiy easily get

Concrete Roots. Group 
uses breakdancing to 
reach out to kids 


The wide-eyed kids file 
into the school gym just as 
17-year-old Gezim Topalli 
drops to the floor and spins 
on his head like a child’s top. 

“Whoa!” a few youngsters 
cry out, their eyes glued to 
the lithe boy with the mus¬ 
cular arms as he twists and 
turns effortlessly on the hard 
floor of Oldfield Consoli¬ 
dated Elementary in Enfield, 
N.S. 

In an instant, a smirking 
Topalli is back on his feet, 
eager to teach his young 
audience the basics of break¬ 
ing — or breakdancing, as 
it’s commonly known — 
alongside his mentor, Drew 
Moore. 

The duo is part of Con¬ 
crete Roots, a Halifax-based 
program that uses breaking 
and hip hop to reach out 
to young people and turn 
stereotypes on their heads. 

“We place a strong em¬ 
phasis on creativity; you 
learn how to do a dance a 
certain way and then you’re 
very much encouraged to 
break away from that and 
find your own style,” says 
Moore, a professional B-boy 
and director of Concrete 
Roots. 

“That’s something that 
really appeals to a lot of kids.

Breaking emerged from 
the gritty boroughs of New 
York City in the 1970s as 
a street-based dance, and 
flourished as hip hop grew 
in popularity. Dancers would 
dulce it out in so-called bat¬ 
tles, each one trying to out¬ 
shine the other with an in¬ 
novative move. 

Using it as a means to 
engage youth some four 
decades later isn’t unique to 
Concrete Roots. 

Stephen Leafloor has been 
teaching breaking to youth 
in aboriginal communities

Province won’t pay 
a cent for removal 
of ship: Premier 

Premier Darrell Dexter says 
Nova Scotia taxpayers won’t be 
on the hook for any potential 
cost overruns in the removal of 
a derelict ship stranded off the 
east coast of Cape Breton. 

Last month, the govern¬ 
ment said New York-based 
salvage company Bennington 
Group would dismantle tide 
wreck of the MV Miner, which 
ran aground on Scatarie Island 
while being towed for scrap¬ 
ping in Turkey last September. 

At the time, a government 
spokesman said the com¬ 
pany expected to recover the 
$l-million cost of removing 
the wreck through the sale of 
scrap metal. 

Dexter says the salvage 
operation is privately run and 
the province isn’t obligated to 
contribute financially. 

The company plans to 
dismantle the large bulk car¬ 
rier in sections and then take 
them by barge to nearby Port 
Hawkesbury, N.S., over the 
summer. The pieces will then 
be shipped by rail to buyers in 
Canada and the United States.

Protesters took to the streets 
in Sydney, the South Shore 
and Halifax on Thursday over a 
proposed power-rate hike and 
to question why utility execu¬ 
tives are getting bonuses and 
raises at a time when many 
Nova Scotians struggle to pay 
their power bill. 

Thursday’s rally outside the 
provincial building on Prince 
Street in Sydney called for 
democratic, public ownership 
of Nova Scotia Power Inc. 

“This is an issue that has a 
lot of us fired up,” said Evan 
Coole, a member of the Cape 
Breton Association of Com¬ 
munity Organizations for Re¬ 
form Now. 

“It is hard enough to make 
a paycheque last week to 
week with rent and regular 
expenses. Now one of the big¬ 
gest regular expenses is going 
up yet again to line the pock¬ 
ets of Emera and Nova Scotia 
Power CEOs.” 

During her speech to an es¬ 
timated 25 people in Sydney, 
Suzanne McNeil, president 
of the Cape Breton District 
Labour Council, cited the $1.1 
million combined salaiy, bo¬ 
nuses and benefits made last 
year by Rob Bennett, president 
and CEO of NSPI. She also 
noted the large bonuses and 
salaries of other NSP and Em¬ 
era executives. 


“I don’t think they are 
struggling with their power 
bills,” she said. “We are here to¬ 
day to say enough is enough.” 

McNeil said the labour 
council will oppose the power- 
rate increases. 

“We can’t keep going on 
this way. We have people not 
able to (pay) their power bills. 
People are doing everything 


they are supposed to — the 
energy-efficient bulbs, the ex¬ 
tra insulation — but you can’t 
recoup the savings if the rates 
keep going up.” 

Protesters carried signs that 
read “Nova Scotia Power to the 
people” and “No rate hikes for 
corporate profit.” They also 
sang “Emera’s Profiteers,” a 
parody of the Stan Rogers bal¬ 


lad Barrett’s Privateers. 

“I am just absolutely flab¬ 
bergasted that we are looking 
at another rate increase,” said 
protester Peter Steele. 

Edith Lawrence said people 
must stand up against the 
“gouging” of the middle class. 
“It just made me sick to my 
stomach to know what their 
salaries are compared to 
mine,” she said. 

The protesters were encour¬ 
aged to attend the power-rate 
hearing before the Utility and 
Review Board in September. 

“This is just the beginning,” 
Coole said. “We are going to 
keep at this until we win.”

Sexual misconduct. 

Convicted teachers 
should lose their 
certification for at least 
five years: Report 


Teachers found guilty of sex¬ 
ual misconduct involving stu¬ 
dents should almost always 
lose their certification for at 
least five years, a report re¬ 
leased Thursday recommends. 

In addition, the review of 
the disciplinary system for 
Ontario’s teachers urges that 
allegations of sexual miscon¬ 
duct be dealt with in an open 
hearing, not through a dis¬ 
pute-resolution process. 

Those are among 49 rec¬ 
ommendations from former 
provincial chief justice Patrick 
LeSage, whose nine-month re¬ 


view followed criticism of the 
Ontario College of Teachers 
over its disciplinary practices. 

Critics argued the system 
lacked transparency, the iden¬ 
tities of teachers disciplined 
for misconduct were shielded, 
or that bad teachers received 
slaps on the wrist. 

The report tackles the 
issues head on. 

LeSage calls for disciplin¬ 
ary information — including 
the names of teachers charged 
with misconduct — to be pub¬ 
licized, hearings to be open, 
and decisions be readily ac¬ 
cessible via the college’s web¬ 
site. 

Decisions in less serious 
cases arrived at through a 
dispute-resolution process 
rather than full-scale hearings 
should also be publicized, the 
report says. 

In addition, reinstatement 


hearings, currently closed to 
the public, should also as a 
rule be open, LeSage says. 

“The overriding principle 
must be transparency and 
openness,” LeSage states in his 
76-page report. 

“All hearings must be open 
unless there are exceptional 
circumstances.” 

While LeSage was reluc¬ 
tant to mandate minimum 
penalties, he said sexual of¬ 
fences involving students 
should “almost invariably” 
lead to a minimum five-year 
teaching ban. 

Information about the ban 
should remain indefinitely on 
the public record, he says. 

“Cases involving sexual 
abuse and sexual miscon¬ 
duct by a teacher involving a 
student are most serious of¬ 
fences,” LeSage says.

American Samoa. Former 
teacher sentenced for 
statutory rape of student 


The High Court of American 
Samoa sentenced Tone Pulou 
to 28 months on Wednesday, 
and ordered him to register as 
a sex offender. Pulou pleaded 
guilty last month to rape 
under a plea agreement with 
prosecutors. 

Associate Justice Lyle Rich¬ 
mond said Pulou can apply 
for work release at any time 
during his jail term. Once he’s 
employed, Pulou must pay 
$100 month in child support 
for his son. 

“The defendant had a 
promising future,” Richmond 
said. “However, he made a ter¬ 
rible and a serious mistake.” 

Pulou, 26, originally was 
also charged with first-degree 
sexual abuse and endanger¬ 
ing the welfare of a child. 
Both charges were dropped 
under the plea deal. He admit¬ 
ted that on a date between 
September 2009 and Febru- 
aiy 2010, while a teacher at 


Alofau Elementary, he had 
sexual intercourse with the 
girl. 

According to court docu¬ 
ments, hospital staff con¬ 
tacted Child Protective Ser¬ 
vices in mid-2010 about a 
pregnant minor after the girl 
and her mother went to LBJ 
Medical Center to see an ob¬ 
stetrician. The girl told police 
she and Pulou had sex in his 
pickup truck. 

Pulou was arrested at a 
Honolulu McDonald’s restau¬ 
rant last year, five days after 
officials said he arrived on 
Oahu and was staying with 
friends in Waianae. During a 
phone interview while in cus¬ 
tody in Honolulu in October, 
he told the Associated Press 
the relationship was consen¬ 
sual and that he wanted to go 
home to fight the charges. 

He was extradited to 
Pago Pago shortly afterward.

University of Manitoba 
professor administers 
faulty diabetes screening 


Dozens of students and staff at 
a First Nations high school are 
being tested for HIV and hepa¬ 
titis after undergoing a faulty 
diabetes screening. 

A University of Manitoba 
professor talked to students at 
Southeast Collegiate on May 
4 about diabetes and used a 
glucometer to test blood-sugar 
levels on about 80 people. 

University spokesman John 
Danalcas said the professor 
changed the needle used on 
each person. 

“It’s the device which holds 
the lancet that was reused, and 
you’re not supposed to reuse 
that. Although the device never 
comes into contact with the 
person’s skin ... there’s still a 
veiy, veiy small — I think it’s 
one in several million — pos¬ 
sibility that there could be an 
infection.” 


The university later clarified 
the chances are deemed to be 
less than one in a million. 

Danalcas would not identify 
the professor, but said he was 
not authorized to perform the 
test and has been disciplined. 

The case has angered some 
aboriginal leaders. 

“While the risk of a stu¬ 
dent contracting an infection 
is described by the University 
of Manitoba as exceptionally 
unlikely... the risk is not zero,” 
Chief Michael Yellowback of the 
Manto Sipi Cree Nation, said in 
a written statement. Eight chil¬ 
dren from the reserve who at¬ 
tend the Winnipeg school were 
part of the diabetes test. 

The group that represents 
First Nations communities 
across northern Manitoba said 
it was alarmed that impromptu 
diabetes tests were done with¬ 
out parental consent. 

“At the heart of the matter, 
prior written parental consent 
should have been required by 
the school,” said Grand Chief 
David Harper of the Manitoba 
Keewatinowi Okimalcanak.

A longtime political journal¬ 
ist, Valerie Trierweiler knows 
about searching for just the 
right words. And as the ro¬ 
mantic partner of France’s 
new president, she’s doing 
just that: She feels that the 
term “first lady” is a bit too 
old-school. 

More than three weeks 
after Francois Hollande — 
her companion, boyfriend, 
significant other, take your 
pick — took office, Trierweil¬ 
er still doesn’t know what 
she wants to be called.

In an interview with Inter-

Trierweiler has spent 
more than 20 years as a jour¬ 
nalist at Paris Match, France’s 
leading newsweekly, mostly 
as a political journalist. But 
in 2006, the year after she 
started up a relationship with 
Hollande, she stopped cover¬ 
ing the Socialist Party that he 
was heading at the time. 

Trierweiler has faced a 
tricky balancing act in her 
new role.

Residents 
excited, wary about 
alleged first-ever bear 


The biggest sensation on 
Cape Cod right now isn’t the 
lobster, the lighthouses or the 
sand dunes. It’s not even a 
Kennedy. It’s a bear. 

A bruin, believed to have 
swam about 152 metres across 
the Cape Cod Canal from the 
mainland in late May, has 
captured the imagination of 
residents as it traipses across 
the peninsula. Officials say 
research dating to the 1700s 
suggests this is the first bear 
on the Cape. 

“Well, my goodness. How 
often do you see a bear on 
Cape Cod?” said Marion Lar¬ 
son, a spokeswoman for the 
Massachusetts Division of 
Fisheries and Wildlife. “It’s 
really cool, and people are 
really excited about it.” 

A Cape Cod Times reporter 
told the paper she spotted the 
bear around 6 a.m. Thursday 
and said it bounded across the 
road like a puppy. 

The bear, likely a male 
about three years old, has been 
seen near a chicken coop, a 
cranberiy bog, a golf course 
and more than a dozen other 
locations along a 96-kilometre 
stretch of the Cape. 

Now that the bear has

reached the tip of the Cape, 
wildlife officials say they 
may attempt to immobilize 
and move it to an area where 
other bears live. Bears don’t 
generally turn around and go 
back where they came from, 
and he can’t go any farther 
east. 

“He’s at the end of the line, 
as far as real estate,” Larson 
said. 

But Provincetown police 
Officer Ruth Anne Cowing, 
who handles animal control 
duties for the town, said of¬ 
ficials there are hoping the 
bear will retrace its steps and 
get out of town.

Golden Dawn spokesman Ilias 
Kasidiaris took offence to a 
reference by radical left Syr- 
iza party member Rena Dorou 
over a court case that is pend¬ 
ing against him.

He then turned on prom¬ 
inent Communist party mem¬ 
ber Liana Kanelli, who ap¬ 
peared to throw a newspaper 
at the Golden Dawn member. 

Talk show host Giorgos 
Papadalcis ran over to Kasidi¬ 
aris to attempt to calm him, 
shouting “no, no, no!” 

Kasidiaris, who had served 
in the Greek military’s special 
forces, allegedly hit Kanelli 
around the face three times, 



with right-left-right slaps to 
the sides of her head. 

Kasidiaris was elected to 
parliament in the country’s 
recent polls. Deputies from all 
seven parties that won parlia¬ 
ment seats in the May 6 polls 
were invited on the show. 

“The government cond¬ 
emns in the most categorical 
way the attack by Golden Dawn 
spokesman Ilias Kasidiaris ag¬ 
ainst Liana Kanelli and Rena 
Dourou,” a spokesman said.

Five Wives. Idaho 
rescinds ban on 
‘offensive’vodka 


Idaho reversed direction 
in the face of a lawsuit 
Wednesday and said it 
will sell Five Wives Vod¬ 
ka, but the liquor produ¬ 
cer whose label makes 
an unmistakable refer¬ 
ence to polygamy would 
not immediately rule out 
legal action. 

The Idaho State Li¬ 
quor Division rejected 
as offensive last week 
the product that shows 
five women hiking up 
their skirts on the vodka 
bottle. 

Idaho is more than 
25 per cent Mormon. 
The church at one time 
allowed polygamy but 
abandoned the practice 
in 1890. 

The vodka originates 
from Ogden’s Own Distil¬ 
lery in Utah, where the 
Mormon church is based. 
The company said it 
would sue Idaho on prin¬ 
ciple if necessary. 

The state’s decision al¬ 
lows the company to sell 
the vodka only by special 
order. 


Steve Conlin, a part¬ 
ner and marketing chief 
for Ogden’s Own Distil¬ 
lery, said Wednesday 
the company’s attorneys 
would review Idaho’s 
decision before making 
a statement, likely on 
Thursday. 

But he said selling 
the vodka as a special- 
order request meant it 
wouldn’t be available on 
store shelves but only 
as a special order. Bars 
would face the same 
hurdle. 

“It’s a cumbersome 
process on special or¬ 
ders,” Conlin said. “But 
I’m not saying that it’s 
not a solution for us at 
this point. I can’t say one 
way or the other right 
now.” 

The company is also 
apparently still smart¬ 
ing from comments 
made by state officials 
questioning the quality 
of Five Wives Vodka as 
part of the state’s initial 
decision not to sell it in 
Idaho.

Lululemon Athletica Inc., 
which struggled to keep 
enough products on its shelves 
last year, said Thursday it now 
has notably more yoga wear 
than it can sell. 

The Vancouver-based com¬ 
pany, best known for its yoga- 
inspired athletic fashions, said 
the value of its inventoiy in¬ 
creased by 67 per cent over the 
same time last year, while also 
disclosing a disappointing out¬ 
look for die rest of 2012. 

The combination appeared 
to alarm investors, which sent 
shares of the company down 
8.8 per cent after the report, 
falling $6.31 to close at $65.75 


on the Toronto Stock Exchange. 

Lululemon is projecting 
that net revenue will come in 
the range of $273 million to 
$278 million for the quarter 
which runs to the end of July, 
below the $289.8 million pro¬ 
jected by analysts, according to 
Thomson Reuters. 

For the year, the company’s 
outlook also fell short of what 
analysts were expecting. 

Lululemon predicted just 
over $1.3 billion US of revenue 
and earnings of between $1.55 
and $1.60 per share — at least 
three cents per share below ex¬ 
pectations.

U.S. Federal Reserve chief 
Ben Bernanke sketched a 
hopeful outlook in testi¬ 
mony to a congressional 
panel Thursday and sent 
no signals that the Fed will 
take further steps soon to 
aid the economy. 

Bernanke acknow¬ 
ledged that Europe’s debt 
crisis poses risks to the U.S. 
financial markets. He also 
noted that U.S. unemploy¬ 
ment remains high at 8.2 
per cent. And he said the 
Fed is prepared to take 
steps to boost the U.S. econ¬ 
omy if it weakens. 

But he said Fed officials 


still need to study the most 
recent economic trends, 
including job growth. For 
now, Bernanke said he 
foresees moderate growth 
this year.

“As always, the Federal 
Reserve remains prepared 
to take action as needed to 
protect the U.S. financial 
system and economy in the 
event that financial stress¬ 
es escalate,” he said.

A commissioner on 
a U.S. federal agency

Speaking at a Can¬ 
adian American Busi¬ 
ness Council conference 
on China, Dye didn’t say

gress. 

But the matter has 
been a simmering trade 
irritant between the U.S. 
and Canada ever since 
a pair of senators from 
Washington state com¬ 
plained that Canadians 
are unfairly subsidizing 
the diversion of cargo 
ships away from their 
American competitors, 
particularly in Prince 
Rupert, B.C. 

Andrew Mayer, an of¬ 
ficial at the Prince Ru¬ 
pert Port Authority also 
at the conference on 
Thursday, pointed out 
that Canadian officials 
hardly give cargo ships a 
free ride. While the U.S. 
taxes shippers, Canada 
charges them a user fee, 
he said.

Aircraft. Aveos’ airframe unit attracts no buyers 


Hope appears to be fading 
for most former Aveos em¬ 
ployees after no potential 
buyers expressed interest 
in the aircraft mainten¬ 
ance firm’s airframe unit, 
says a report by the mon¬ 
itor overseeing the com¬ 
pany’s restructuring. 

The business employed 
about 1,500 of the 2,600 
people who worked at 
Aveos before it closed its 
operations in March and 
obtained court protection 
from creditors under the 
Companies’ Creditors Ar¬ 
rangement Act. 


Work on repairing and 
overhauling airframes has 
increasingly gone to low- 
cost operations in Asia, 
Latin America and else¬ 
where. 

Aveos has said that its 
airframe business was 
not viable, suggesting the 
most buyer interest will 
be focused on the com¬ 
ponents and engine repair 
divisions. 

Air Canada has reached 
an agreement with Aveos 
Fleet Performance Inc. 
that could facilitate the 
sale of those two divisions, 


according to a June 5 re¬ 
port from FTI Consulting 
Canada Inc, the court-ap¬ 
pointed monitor assisting 
with the Aveos restructur¬ 
ing. 

The airline had earlier 
filed a motion last month 
to terminate contracts 
with its former subsidiary, 
but later withdrew the 
effort and agreed to con¬ 
tinue negotiations. 

“The Air Canada agree¬ 
ment results in a higher 
probability that both the 
engines and components 
business will be sold to a

party that can restart 
operations as it will have 
the support of Air Canada, 
Aveos’ largest customer,” 
wrote Greg Watson and 
Toni Vanderlaan of FTI 
Consulting.

Richard: Chris, thematically 
Prometheus is equally about 
creation and destruction. As a 
piece of entertainment goes, 
however, I’m not sure it will 
create lasting memories. It 
won’t destroy the goodwill of 
the first couple of Alien films, 
but I don’t think it will add 
much to the legacy either. For 
me there is very little big bang 
in a movie that is reportedly 
about the most significant dis¬ 
covery in the history of man¬ 
kind. You? 

Chris: I was blindsided. My ex¬ 
pectations were low to none. I 
didn’t want Alien redux, I want¬ 
ed something different and I 
got it. The visuals were so gran¬ 
diose, the aesthetics so night¬ 


marish and baroque that I was 
dazzled. Only when the pithy 
dialogue steered the ship did I 
reject it... but then something 
would ooze, a storm would rage 
and I was back in. And hey, it’s 
not 1979 anymore. We’ve seen 
it all and I’m pleased that Scott 
chose to dwell on dread rather 
than simple chest-bursting 
shock. But man... that dialogue! 

RC: It may not be 1979 any¬ 
more, but I agree, the dialogue 
sounded like leftover, bad late 
’70s sci-fi films. I expected a 
higher level of writing from a 
movie that is more about ideas 
than action. Having said that, I 
loved Michael Fassbender’s au¬ 
tomaton space butler. He’s got 
many of the film’s best lines 
and if they ever need someone 
to play the lead in The Peter 
O’Toole Story, he’s the guy.

Imagine crossing a monster 
potato with a water chestnut. 

That’s jicama for you. And 
while not much to look at on 
the outside, the crisp, crunchy 
texture and clean, sweet fla¬ 
vour inside makes this veggie 
worth seeking out. 

First, the basics. Jicama is a 
tuber — a big, brown, round 
root. A relative of the bean 
family, it is native to Mexico 
and South America. 

Though most often eaten 
raw, such as chopped into sal¬ 


ads, jicama can be steamed, 
boiled, sauteed or fried. 

The flavour is on the neu¬ 
tral side, with a hint of starchy 
sweetness. 

1. Dipping sauce: In a blender 
combine the peanut butter, 
jam, soy sauce and vinegar. 
Blend until smooth. Add hot 
sauce, to taste, then set aside. 

2. Place noodles in bowl and 
cover with hot water. Soak 5 
mins., or until softened. Drain 
in mesh strainer and set aside. 

3. Use spoon to scrape out and 
discard the seeds from the cu¬ 
cumber halves. Cut each piece 
into thin strips. Cut jicama 
into thin slices, then cut each 
slice into matchsticks. 


4. Fill bowl (at least several 
inches larger than the rice 
wrappers) with warm water. 
Soak 1 wrapper in water until 
soft and pliable, 20 seconds. 

5. Carefully remove rice 
wrapper from the water and 
lay flat on the counter. Place 
small bundle of noodles along 
one edge of wrapper. Top noo¬ 
dles with a bit each of cucum¬ 
ber, jicama and carrots. Place 
3 shrimp over vegetables, 
then top with a mint leaf. 

6. Roll wrapper, starting 
with filling side, folding ends 
over the filling as you roll to 
form tight cylinder. Repeat 
with remaining wrappers and 
fillings. Serve with dipping

A philosophical frog once 
said, “It’s not easy being 
green.”

Mooseheads’ 

15th overall pick 
‘like gold’in 
trade talks 

In January, the Halifax 
Mooseheads made a point 
of securing a first-round 
draft pick when they 
traded veteran forward 
Gabriel Desjardins to the 
Quebec Remparts. The 
question is, will they still 
have it when it’s time to 
step up to the podium in 
Quebec City? 

Mooseheads general 
manager Cam Russell, 
looking to bolster his 
roster for next season, is 
expected to dangle the 
15th-overall selection in 
trade talks in the hours 
leading up to the draft 
on Saturday at 11 a.m. at 
Colisee Pepsi. 

His own first-rounder 
(13th overall) belongs to 
the Baie-Comeau Dralckar 
courtesy of the Nathan 
MacKinnon trade. 

“It gives you options of 
trading it for an estab¬ 
lished player, drafting a 
good young 16-year-old, or 
putting that pick together 
with another player and 
moving it in a big trade,” 
Russell said. “First-round 
picks are always nice. At 
the draft, picks are like 
gold (in trade talks).” 

The Mooseheads are 
expected to announce one 
trade on Friday mor¬ 
ning, the acquisition of 
20-year-old right-winger 
Stefan Fournier from the 
Victoriaville Tigres for 
third- and eighth-round 
picks. 

But the first-rounder 
could help them land 
a 19-year-old top-six 
forward with grit who can 
help balance out their top 
two lines. 

The Mooseheads are 
barely losing anybody 
from a club that came 
two wins away from the 
QMJHL final last season, 
so Russell said he doesn’t 
need to resort to drastic 
measures such as selling 
the farm. 

“You look at our team, 
we should be able to 
make a couple of changes 
and give ourselves a really 
good shot at winning it 
and still be good for next 
year and the year after,” 
Russell said.

affiliates, but returning to jun¬ 
ior as a 20-year-old over-ager is 
now a more likely scenario. 

“It’s a lot better for him to 
come in and be ‘the guy’ there 
than to be sitting around at 
the pro level and not play¬ 
ing and not developing,” said 
Sharks director of hockey 
operations Joe Will. 

Asked to put a percentage 
on the chances of Abeltshaus¬ 
er returning to Halifax for a 
fourth season, Will declined, 
but said it’s “a very good per¬ 
centage he’ll go back.” 

Although the six-foot-five 
217-pounder’s return would 
create an over-age surplus for 
the Mooseheads, he’d signifi¬ 
cantly bolster their defence 
corps. He was named the 
club’s top blueliner in 2011- 
12, finishing ninth in QMJHL 
defence scoring with eight 
goals and 36 assists for 44 
points in 57 games. 

The Sharks also returned 
forward Ryane Clowe to the 
QMJHL as an over-ager in 
2002-03 and Will cited that 
as an example of how playing 
one more year of junior would 
benefit Abeltshauser. 

“It was absolutely the right 
move,” Will said of Clowe, 
who went on to become a fix¬ 
ture in San Jose’s lineup.

There was no way the moment 
was going to get the best of 
Martin Brodeur. 

He’s touched the Stanley 
Cup, lifted it in the air, had it 
out front of the house where 
he was raised in the Montreal 
borough of Saint Leonard. And 
he’s made an incredible career 
out of helping the New Jersey 
Devils win important games. 

So with Staples Center 
trembling in anticipation of a 
Stanley Cup sweep by the Los 
Angeles Kings on Wednesday 
night, it should be no surprise 
that Brodeur was at his best as 
the Devils forced a Game 5 back 


in New Jersey on Saturday. 

“It’s just being in the mo¬ 
ment,” he explained after¬ 
wards.

Euro 2012. Poland 
determined not to 
repeat mistakes of past 
while co-hosting Euro 
with Ukraine 


Poland captain Jakub 
Blaszczylcowski is deter¬ 
mined not to let his team 
make the same mistakes at 
the European Champion¬ 
ship that have torpedoed 
the country’s hopes at past 
tournaments. 

Topping that list is losing 
the opening game. 

Poland was beaten in its 
first match at the 2002 and 
2006 World Cups and the 
2008 European Champion¬ 
ship. It crashed out of each 
of those competitions in the 
group stage. 

“For sure, the last tour¬ 
naments were not a success, 
and that’s why we’re trying 
not to repeat the mistakes 
of the past,” Blaszczykow- 
ski said Thursday. “But I’m 
convinced all of us players 
have done everything that 
we can to be ready for the 
first match. The most im¬ 
portant thing is not to lose 
this game so as to head 
down the path of past tour¬ 
naments.” 

The Poland side that 
will open this year’s com¬ 
petition on Friday against 
Greece at Warsaw’s new 
National Stadium in front 


of 55,000 fans is a very dif¬ 
ferent team, however, from 
the ones that failed to im¬ 
press in the recent past. 

Above all, coach Fran- 
ciszelc Smuda has three top- 
class players to build the 
team around — the Borus- 
sia Dortmund trio of Blaszc- 
zylcowslci, striker Robert 
Lewandowski and defender 
Lulcasz Piszczek. 

All three players are 
coming off stellar seasons 
during which they helped 
power Dortmund to a do¬ 
mestic double.

The World Cup may be the 
best-known soccer tourna¬ 
ment on the planet. It may 
not be the best. 

To many fans, the Euro¬ 
pean Championship ranks as 
the top competition. 

This year’s continental 
championship, generally 
called Euro 2012, kicks off Fri¬ 
day in Warsaw when co-host 
Poland plays Greece at the 
National Stadium. Ukraine 
also will be hosting games. 

With only 16 teams in¬ 
stead of 32, many believe the 
calibre of play at the Euro¬ 
pean Championship exceeds 
that at the World Cup, which 
gets diluted by some of the

in the same summer as the 
Olympics. 

For Euro 2012, defending 
champion Spain — which 
also won the 2010 World Cup 
— is the favourite, especially 
with Xavi Hernandez and 
Andres Iniesta controlling 
play. But the Netherlands and 
Germany are also contend¬ 
ers with their own game¬ 
changing players, notably the 
Dutch trio of Arjen Robben, 
Robin van Persie and Wesley 
Sneijder. 

Others, like England with 
Wayne Rooney and Portugal 
with Cristiano Ronaldo, will 
also be in the mix.
